"Xo  sum  ux>  those  Gonoi<lorationa~-tuo  study  of  family 
history  when  pursued  uu  a  pastime,  not  only  givou  pleasure,  but 
thoro  arise  those  beneficial  results;  it  destroys  fake  and  foolish 
pride  in  lineage;  it  has  value,  as  an  aid  to  court  records,  as 
a  preventive  of  family  controversies  over  property  distribution, 
oiid  finally  as  an  incentive  and  as  un  aid  to  right  living.  -hon 
purauod  in  tho  interest  of  science,  tho  bonoficiul  results  arise  from 
tho  serviooo  rendered  In  tho  study  of  history,  in  the  study  of 
hereditary  instincts  and  characters,  and  in  perpetuating  good  family 
stocks".
